Always Dangerous and 
Need Doctor’s Advice 


EFERENCE is again made to 
the fact that in injuries to 
the head and brain, complica- 
tions frequently arise through 
the pleadings of the family and 
ieee friends that 
something be 
done at once. 
Remem ber 
that these 
cases prac- 
tically always 
arise through 
sudden acci- 
dent. Hasty 
conclusions 
are drawn 
andhasty 
statements 
are made. It 
is certainly 
not the time 
for hasty ac- 
tion. The 
physicd§an is using all his exper- 
dence and training together with 
tis knowledge of what countless 
other physicians have done un- 
der similar circumstances in his 
effort to do the right thing for 
the injured person. 


DR. CHRISMAN 


-FYOQOUR neighbor or friend says 
to you, “What has the doc- 
tor done? What has the doctor 
said was the matter? Have they 
had an X-ray taken?” Any num- 
per of questions and criticisms 
are offered by persons who know 
practically nothing about this 
ease and are asking only what 
they have heard was done in 
other cases. Even friendly and 
well-intentioned physicians will 
make occasional statements, usu- 
ally in response to statements or 
inquiries made to them, concern- 
ing cases not in their case. These 
statements are repeated and of- 
ten misconstrued. 
HE best way is for the physi- 
cian in attendance to call the 
one who has been quoted and 
find what he really did say. Any 
ethical physician will take pains 
to immediately correct any false 
impression or unthinking advice. 
It is experiences like these that 
prove how much more there is 
in practicing medicine than 
merely diagnosing and treating 
disease. The first great danger 
in injuries to the brain is shock, 
and until that is overcome any 
attemptto operate will add very, 
very greatly to the danger. Even 
an attempt to have an X-ray 
taken at this time may be fatal. 
The fractur2 of the bone is of 
very little consequence compared 
to the injury of the brain tissue 
and an X-ray will not give the 
physician any particular infor- 
mation as to the extent of the 
injury. The symptoms which de- 
velop as shock is overcome will 
tell the physician very accurately 
where the trouble is and what 
is best to do about it.

EMEMBER your physician 
has a great burden to carry 
and very momentous questions to 
decide and that your quest.ons 
and pleadings to do something 
will only add more burden to his 
work and may unintentionally 
cause him to do something that 
is not the wisest thing to do. The 
doctor is nn* callous and hard. 
because he «tues not wring his 
hands and weep and show great 
distress. His mind and heat are 
taken up with the problem he 
has to solve. Sometimes he does- 
n’t hear all you t.ave to say and 
sometimes his answers to your 
questions may be sharp and gruff 
but he is thinking and working 
and worrying for the best inter- 
ests of you and yours.

OMPARATIVELY few brain 
injuries are benefited by an 
operation. Nature is a great phy- 
sician and careful watching and 
nursing with the precautions as 
to diet, care of the blood stream 
and relief of pressure by one 
means or another frequently do 
more good than much more 
strenuous and spectacular sur- 
gery. Do as your doctor says and 
don't hamper him by objections 
and pleadings. Give him a 
chance. Because an injury seems 
slight and the child seems to feel 
all right don’t wait till he has 
a convulsion or a chill and fever. 
Call your doctor and allow him 
to decide how severe the injury 
= e * * 
O INJURY to the brain is so 
slight that it may not kill, 
‘or -so serious that they cannot 
get well.

WITH MAKE-UP

F ALL the features to be con- 
sidered in the beauty drama, 
noses play the leading parts. 
They determine your facial con- 
tours, on them “epend your style 
of hairdress,

rouge, the 
kind of cos- 
tume jewelry 
you can wear 
and oh, any 
number of 
things.

Few of 
us are ever satisfied with this 
feature. 

Noses are first to be consid- 
ered by artists in make-up and 
coiffure designers, and ak of 
them have interesting ideas on 
the subject. 

The proper placing of make- 
up and the correct choice of 
rouge, powder and lipstick first 
of all can do a great deal toward 
bringing large or irregular fea- 
tures into harmony. Almost any 
face can be modeled into a per- 
fect oval with apparently regu- 
lar features by the correct place- 
ment of rouge. 

Always consider your nose in 
planning your make-up. For in- 
stance if you have a plump, short 
little nose and a round face, 
place your rouge high on your 
cheek bones—just beneath the 
eyes and close to the nose. You 
will find that this little trick 
will seemingly give your nose 
length. And while you are at 
it put a touch of pink on the 

lobes of your ears—this will make 
your face seem narrower. 

Earrings of the long dangling 
type—but not too extreme will 
also give the face slenderness. 
But look out if you have a double 
chin—earrings have a way of 
calling attention to that dis- 
agreeable feature. 

If your face is long with a 
nose that is also a bit too long 
for real beauty place your rouge 
rather far out on your cheeks 
and over a larger area. A touch 
of rouge—a subtle one of course 
—on the tip of the nose will make 
it seem shorter and put a dab 
on your chin to help shorten the 
too long face. If you happen to 
have a dimple in your chin then 
th~ rouge trick will deepen it 
alluringly. 

A long upper lip can be short- 
ened by applying a faint touch 
of rouge along that little ridge 
that extends from the nose to 
the mouth. Never use an over 
abundance of rouge especially if 
your nose is extremely long and 
pointed. And by all means use 
eye make-up skilfully but suffi- 
ciently to give your eyes consid- 
erable emphasis. Use a powder 
and rouge that harmonize with 
your own complexion. If you 
cannot find a powder that 
matches your skin exactly get 
one that is a degree darker. And 
don’t powder your nose too heav- 
ily unless you want it to stand 
out glaringly. Ovei stressing any 
feature which has its imperfec- 
tions only serves to exaggerate 
its faults.

By JUDITH WILSON 
HE wide assortment of vege- 
tables now available offer 
the homemaker every oppor- 
tunity for introducing variety in 
flavor, texture and appearance 
in her menus. This is the most 
bountiful month of all the year 
for nearly all kinds of vegetables. 
Of course, their importance in 
the diet cannot be stressed too 
highly. In luncheon, dinner and 
occasionally breakfast menus, 
vegetables have their place. 
Unfortunately in many homes 
the vegetable market list in- 
cludes only the family favorites 
or such standbys as peas, string 
beans, limas, cauliflower or cab- 
bage. The homemaker with an 
adventuresome spirit can be- 
come acquainted with all sorts 
of unusual things and can pre- 
pare the old favorite in new and 
appetizing ways. 


Globe Artichokes 4 


Globe artichokes are making 
their full appearance. Get 
medium sized heads to which the 
leaves, adhere closely. Clean, 
soaw briefly in salt water and 
then drop into rapidly boiling 
salted water and cook until they 
can be easily pierced with a 
sharp fork. Drain and serve with 
drawn butter or with a_ tart 
sauce. Stuffed or served with a 
spicy tomato and cheese sauce 
are favorite methods of serving 
them among the Italians. 

Brussels Sprouts 

Brus«cls sprouts are another of 
the winter vegetables that are 
appearing. A clear green color 
and firm heads indicate excel- 
lent quality. Clean and boil in 
salted water and serve dressed 
with lemon butter or with a rich 
sauce such as Hollandaise. 

Hubbard Squash 

Squash we have in abundance 
—the newest-comer in the fam- 
ily being the dark green Hub- 
bard squash with its dark rind 
and deep orange flesh. It is 
delicious when baked or steamed 
and converted into a souffle with 
butter, chopped nuts and marsh- 
mallows. Moreover this squash 
has good keeping qualities and 
after being cut will keep for 
several days in a cool dry place. 
Sweet potatoes are also coming 
in increasing numbeis.
